mination did not allow lesser nations 
to forget that tension. Russia, Brit- 
ain and France hastened their triple 
entente as the foundation for a con- 
tinent-wide network of lesser pacts. 
The Soviet wooed Poland, Rumania 
and Turkey. Britain also wooed Tur- 
key, hoping to cement Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania and Greece in a Balkan en- 
tente.

with Finland, Esthonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. Members of the new tri- 
ple entente would agree to protect 
Europe’s four neutral states, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Holland and Den- 
mark. 


Actualiy the picture was less rosy. 
Both Baltic and Balkan countries 
have made commitments to the 
Rome-Berlin axis which could hard- 
ly be broken,..especially Lithuania, 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. In a war, 
however, Baltic states would be too 
small and too isolated to help Ger- 
many. 

The biggest certainty in European 
diplomacy appears to be French- 
British military aid against Germa- 
ny if the Reich presses its demands 
against Poland. The second biggest 
certainty is that Russia will also 
aid Poland, the latter nation being 
another that was jarred by Hitler’s 
speech into such fright that animos- 
ity toward the Soviet is forgotten. 
Thus the Reichstag speech has 
served as a boomerang, hastening 
the ‘“‘encirclement’’ which Herr Hit- 
ler fears and hates. History may 
therefore mark April 28 as the day 
Germany carried a good thing too 
far, and the day anti-Nazi Europe 
began barking back. 


PHILIPPINES: 
Problem Child 


Less than a decade’ has passed 
since the U. S. fought Philippine 
independence demands, but tables 
have a way of turning. Given con- 
gressional assurance of early free- 
dom, Philippine President Manuel 
Quezon hardly had time to exult be- 
fore Japan turned imperialistic, 
swaggered into China and began 
grabbing off every piece of unpro- 
tected real estate within Asiatic 
waters.

Election Coming Up

Until late April 
President Roosevelt had commented 
on the new program no more than 
to endorse a ban on politics-in-relief.

AVIATION: 


Success Story 

Eighteen years ago a drug-store 
clerk named. Jack. Frye began. 
spending part of his $25-a-week sal- 
ary learning to fly. Handy at the 
throttle, he soon became a transport 
pilot and naval reserve officer. But 
Jack Frye yearned to try the busi- 
ness end of aviation. In 1930 he and 
Paul Richter, whom he had taught 
to fly, got their fingers in big-time 
aviation by merging Aero Corpora- 
tion of California with fast-growing 
Transcontinental and Western air- 
lines. By 1934 Jack Frye had be- 
come TWA’s president, and by this 
spring his firm was flying 33 twin- 
motored ships over 6,236 route miles 
between New York and Los Angeles. 
Aided by Paul Richter and several 
unidentified associates, the one-time 
drug-store clerk bought an estimat- 


ed 45,000 shares of TWA stock from 


New York’s Lehman Brothers and 
Chicago Financier John D. Hertz, 
finding himself major owner of one 
of the nation’s major airlines. Only 
parallel is the case of Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, World war ace who 
last year bought Eastern airlines. 


PALESTINE 
Silver Lining 

The Holy Land has been Britain’s 
most consistent headache since Lord 
Balfour’s declaration made it a 
homeland for wandering Jews under 
League of Nations mandate. Pal- 
estine Arabs dislike the Jews, and 
vice versa. During the six months 
ending last April 1 about 970 per- 
sons were killed and 1,100 injured, 
a typical casualty list for the war- 
fare which last year caused a royal 
commission to recommend that Pal- 
estine be split into three areas, an 
Arab and a Jewish state and a zone 
under British mandate. 


Both Arabs and Jews rejected this 
and other proposals at a March con- 
ference in London where each set of 
delegates refused to meet with the 
others. Insistent on settlement, Brit- 
ain then formed a ‘final plan,’’ un- 
derstood to provide full independ- 
ence for Palestine after a 10-year 
period in which both races would 
learn self-government. Jewish im- 
migration would be pegged at 15,000 
the first five years, then stopped en- 
tirely. 

Hoping for early peace, the Brit- 
ish government sighed happily when 
Arab leaders of Egypt, Palestine, 
Iraq-Saudi Arabia and Trans-Jor- 
dan ended a two-day conference by 
looking kindly on the ‘‘final plan.” 
Having won their major point, Arab 
domination over Palestine, dele- 
gates probably decided they can do 
what they want with the Holy Land’s 
Jews after the 10-year probationary 
period is over. 


CANADA 


Tour or Torture? 


Prime reason for the journey 
which King George and Queen Eliz- 
abeth are making to Canada this 
month is to promote empire unity. 
If Canadian editorial opinion is any

In 1935 German Busch 
emerged: from the Gran Chaco war 
with Paraguay to find his country’s

Friendly to labor and _ business, 
boasting strong Catholic support, 
Youngster Busch became provision- 
al president in July, 1937, when Col. 
David Toro’s ‘“‘socialistic’’ state was 
toppled. Last May he was constitu- 
tionally re-elected, beginning a task 
from which lesser men might have 
turned away. 

Plagued by Naziism and Fascism, 
bankrupt and facing possible revolu- 
tion if Bolivia’s three Chaco war 
parties (Liberal, Republican, Social- 
ist Republican) won the May legis- 
lative election, President Busch sur- 
prised the world by announcing a 
new type political animal, dictator- 
ship to prepare for ‘‘a real democ- 
racy.” 

Observers give German Busch a 
good chance of succeeding. Having 
canceled the election, dissolved his 
congress and abolished constitution- 
al guarantees on the plausible as- 
sumption that restive Bolivia does 
not deserve democracy at this mo- 
ment, Colonel Busch is the world’s 
first dictator to (1) invite ‘‘patriotic’’ 
criticism of his regime; (2) reject 
his cabinet’s resignation; (3) view 
Fascism and Naziism ‘‘with pain,” 
and (4) promise an election five to 
eight months hence to let Bolivia 
decide its own destiny. 


PEOPLE

thony Eden joined the British army, 
became its youngest captain and 
won the military cross for gallantry.

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The motoring public builds and supports all highways and 
bridges, whether publicly or privately owned. It may be 
through the payment of tolls or it may be through the payment 
of gasoline tax. And because of certain questions that are being 
currently asked, and certain proposals are being made whieh 
would affect the future of the Carquinez and Antioch Bridges, 
thie statement of policy is being made to the motoring public. 

Sixteen years ago Contra Costa County granted, and the 
state legtslatare ratified, twenty-five year franchises for the 
constraction of these bridges. Relying on thoee frenchtsee, 
over ten million dollars was invested by loca) vitizans and 
spent in construction. To date there has been returnel to 
these investors slightly over one million dollars, although 
taxes paid have amounted to more than $1,800,000. 


The State Must Decide 


The owners of these bridges prefer to keep them for the 
remaining eight and one-balf ‘years of the franchises‘and then 
turn them over to the public absolutely free of either pur- 
chase price or tolls. Nevertheless, the company recognines 
that the state has the right to acquire, at a fair valnation, any 
property which i deems necessary in furtherance of public 
policy. Whether or not this should be done is a straight bus 
ness propesition which the state alone has the right to decide 

The problem is, whether it is cheaper to let the bridges 
remain in private ownership for 844 yeare wr spend mil. 
lions tn their acquisition. There are three methurds open to 
the state to acquire these bridges:
